Hon. Henry Campbell llin- 
nerman, secretary of state for war, opposed 
Lord Rosebery's desire to iutroduca the 
question of the reform of the House of 
Lords early in the coming session of parlia- 
menb. They urge that the best course to 
adopt will be to hold the resolutioD In re- 
serve until the ministry shall be ready for a 
dissolution.

The Cheam Indian Murderer, Victor Louis, 
Found Guilty— To Be Executed 
January 17.

Justice Bole in charging the 
jury said that in Britiah Colombia life and 
property were safe np to the pre- 
sent owing to the judge and jury 
always having done their duly.

The court 
discredited evidence of the wife and ain cf 
tho prisoner who had come into court to try 
and save the life of the hnaband and father. 
It looked as if tho wife 'had made np tho 
Btory and taught lb to her son, 
who repeated it, parrot-like, in court. 
The jury deliberated for two hours and re- 
turned with a verdict of guilty. Justice 
liolo asked the prisoner if ho hud anything 
to say why aentenoo should not bo paBBod. 

The priaoner answered "nob guilty." 
" You havo had a fair trial," continued 
Juatico Bole, " and been most ably defend- 
ed ; twelve conscientious, intolligcnb men 
have found you guilty of a murder of the 
greatest barbarity." Prisoner waa then aon- 
toDced to be hanged. Ho aaid loudly iu 
Chinook that ho had nob killed Peter, but 
waa quickly removed. 

A number of prisoners were brought In 
lor sentence after tho murder trial. To 
one Adams for assaulting an old Indian 
with a oanos polo, Juatico Bole aaid : 
" Prisoner, a man haa just been tried for 
similar ofTonco to yours, striking an Indian 
with a canoe pole. He killed the Indian and 
he forfeits hia lifo. You would have killed 
the Indian if you had not been atopped, IThe 
Court Bontencea you to two years." 

To Grace Irving, found guilty of aasanlb 
in Btabbing Fred 'Turner with a knife, Jna* 
tioo Bole said : " Priaoner, I have con- 
aidered yonr oaae from all aidea and think 
justice will be done if the court aentences 
you to nino months.

No Hope For the "Crown of Eng 
land"— Be-establi8hmeat of 
the Oregon Line- 



In spite of denials by pecaons ignoraat of 
the faota the information published in the 

Coi.o.visT last month to the efleob that the 
atoamer I'rinoo Rupert, alleged to have been 
intended for the Victoria- Vancouver route, 
bad been sold for use of the Chinese govern 
mont is pretty well confirmed. Yesterday 
Dr. Lang, of this city, received a letter from 
his brother, the electrical engineer at Dum- 
barton, Scotland, who superintended tho 
fitting out of the electric plant on the 
steamer, stating that the Prince Rupert has 
been sold to the Chinese, of course by a 
roundabout route designed to prevent inter 
national compUoation. It will be re- 
membered thac the Prince Rupert started 
from Glasgow ostensibly for Victoria. When 
she reached TeneriCTe she was recalled to 
Plymouth, where her crew were dia 
charged. What oatued the sudden ohange 
in the intentions of her owners was 
a matter of surprise till a rumor arose that 
the vessel had been purchased for a troop- 
ship and transport by the Chinese govern- 
ment. The news received by Dr. Lang con- 
firms this, as his brother is in a position to 
know what ia to be done with the vessel. 
Tho Prince Rupert is admirably fitted for 
the transport service. He lines are designed 
cxpreasly for great speed ; her 3,000 horse- 
power engines and paddle-whoola 18 feet in 
diameter being capable of sending her along 
at a rate of 20 knota an hour. 'J.'he Prince 
Rupert would, therefore, on account of her 
great speed be of wonderful service to the 
Chinese in their war with Japan. 

MAY KE'ESTASLISn THE UNE. 

It is stated that the Oregon Railway & 
Navigation Company will re-oatabliBh the 
atoamahip line between Portland and Puget 
Sound, touching at British Columbia pointa. 
The steamer Elder, which is now discharg- 
ing a cargo of coal and freight at Portland, 
will immediately load with a cargo of grain 
for San Francisco. On her return from that 
trip she will probably be put permanontly 
and regularly on the Portland-Puget Sound 
run. Negotiations are also in progress be- 
tween the Oregon Railway &: Navigation 
Company and Sutton & Beebe, owners of 
the steamer Portland, tho name given to the 
re-ohristened Haytian Republic, by which 
this steamer may be put on the ru:^ between 
Portland and Puget Sound under contract 
with the Oregon Railway & Navigation 
Company. 

THE " CROWN OF ENGLAND."

To THE Kditok : — In moving the reply to 
the ppeecn from tho throne, tho senior mem- 
ber of Victoria City said, " that every en- 
couragement ought to bo given to inveatorn 
of capital in the country." This certainly 
is correct, aud in no branch of industry may 
wo look for more investment of capital than

into the matter. In fact we have very little 
authentic and up to date information re- 
lative to the mines of this Province. 

The B. C. Board of Trade has lately been 
impressed with the importance of keeping 
our mineral wealth before the investing 
public, and has arranged to make a col- 
lection of ores to be kept on exhibition, 
thereby induoing capitalists to put money 
into our mines. This all tends tc cpen up 
and develop the province. The govern- 
ment in a like manner should see tho im- 
portance of publishing information regard- 
ing our greatest natural source of wealth, 
and the present session ought nob to pass 
without something being done in this direc- 
tion. Very little " encouragement " ought 
to be needed to induce people to invest 
money in our mines, as only a plain and 
oiiioial statement of facts is required to 
give confidence to capitalists to invest 
their money in the development and prose- 
cution of mining in this province.

PMSSIMJSTJO BRBATBISQS. 

Any petioD, other than a fnll-Bedged pes- 
simlst, reading the article in the Newa- 
Advertieer, wherein the Hon. Mr. Turner, 
Miniater of Finanoo, ia brought to t.aak as 
being accountable for a f&llinfj off in the 
rovenueaof the province forthelaat financial 
year, must on reflection condemn the charge 
aa nnjuat. There ia bab one oonolnaion at 
which every reBsonable man must ar- 
rive as to the cause for which the anticlpa- 
tlons of the Miuiater of Pinanoe were not 
realized. This province, though not appar- 
ently so much affeoted as some other por- 
tions of the Faoifio Coast owing to the de- 
pression of trade which has existed for the 
last two years in almoab every portion of 
the world, proportionately feels the hard 
times. This, in ooDjunctioa with the un- 
happy viaitation of the diaaatrous floods 
during last apring, haa a great deal more to 
du with the shrinliage of the revenue than 
any miacalonlation of the Minister of Finance 
in making the estimate. 

Whilab the Newa-Advertieer is correct in 
stating that the revenue, although estimat- 
ed for the fiaanolal year ended Juno 30, 
1,S94, at §1,058,691, only realized SS21,CG0, 
showing a shortage of S237,0:!I, it is unchar- 
itable to lay the blame solely on the ahould- 
era of the Hon. Mr. Turner. The Miniater 
of Finance has proven by estimates sub- 
mitted for previous yeara that the revenue 
of the Province was baaed on a thorough 
knowledge of ita productivoneaa. Mr. 
Turner, therefore, cunnot by any parity of 
reasoning be held aooonatable for the falling 
off from his estimate in oonseqnenoo of un- 
foreseen circumstances. 

The difference between the actual amount 
received and the amount eatimated occurs 
priuoipally from aourcoa wnioh, under or- 
dinarily favorable ciroumstances, could al- 
most to a certainty be relied on ; bub the 
subsequent depreaeion in nearly every busi- 
ness and trade rendered the sources not aa 
productive aa was reaaonably expeotod. 
For instance, land aalea, real property tax, 
personal property tax, wild land tax and 
revenue tax, estimated at §481,000, yielded 
but $266,440, shoiving a falling off of $214, 
560. It may easily be understood that.with 
such catimatca taken from actual sources on 
which there was but little oonjeoture as to 
thoir productivencaa, the solo cause of the 
discrepancy in the rovonuo ia not attribut 
able to an ovor-eatiniate, but to the strin 
genoy of the timea, which oould nob poa 
aibly be foreseen, aa theae aouroea are iu 
arrears, the amounts being aotnally due and 
collectable. It ia »1bo to be noticed tlmi 
until laat year all those sources of revonuo 
have rapidly inoreaaod — riaint; from SlliO,- 
000 in 1887 up to $251,000 in 1893. Further- 
more, all the eatimatea of revenue made by 
tlie Finance Miniater up bo this time have 
been every year exceeded by the actual 
amount roooivod. So much has this been 
the case that lbs Opposition have asserted 
that the Finance Miniater porpoaely under> 
eatimated revenue. 

Referrlog to the oharge of over-expendi- 
tore, bhla iaa matter of poUoy of the Govern- 
ment. Where blie oonntry requires develop- 
ment, liberal snppllea are granted which, if 
further needs occur, are supplomentod and 
approved by tho Legielikturo. The Minister 
is only carrying out tho will of tho Legis- 
lature in paying for any expenditure ao pro- 
vided, lb is true that in addition to the 
■apply voted for the financial year onded 
June 30, 1894, considerable auma had to bo 
expended in coneequonce of tho floods which 
expand tho total somewhat beyond tho aum 
voted. That there is a delioib for tho year 
ended June 30, 1894, no one attempts to 
deny. It was simply a poor year for 
revenue and, through unforeseen circum- 
atancea, a much larger expenditure than 
flonld have ..been foreseen had to be 



made In various aeoliIonB of the . Provinoe, 
both of which oauiea neotaMCIly affeob the 
forecast of the Mlnbter of Flnanoe in tala 
budget for that year, 

INSPaOTION NBEDBD. 

Anyone who haa liatoned to tho com- 
plaints and accuaationa of gome of the in- 
matoH of the Old Meb'a Home cannot be 
aurpriaed that tho formal erquiry by the 
Mayor and aUiormou hau not rcnultod in 
convincing them that the mon liuve been 
badly uaod and neglected. Tho greater 
number of the complaiuts whioh they poured 
into tho ears of thoaewho were good-natured 
and patient enough to listen to them were 
trivial, and it could be easily dia- 
oernod that there was a atrong flavor 
of apitofulneas and ill- nature in the 
tales they told to outaidcra, Jt aeomed to 
ua that t%vo or throe of the old men, having 
nothing better to do, relieved the tedium of 
their many idle hours by inventing and 
magnifyini; grievances and picking the 
character of the superintendent to pieces. 
This was not exactly un inuoocnt occupation 
for the poor old followa, but what wua one 
to expect ? Those of them who aro good- 
natured and kindly smoUed their pipca con- 
tentedly, did what few jobs there were to 
do and amused themaelvea retailing 
stale news and toUiog old stories. But 
tho cautauUeroua inmatoa who have 
perhaps a littlo more intellectual activity 
than their ousy-going companionB could 
nob content themselves with living an 
almoab vegetable life. They managed to 
make some stir in the institution to get up 
a littlo excitement by grumbling about tho 
treatment they rccoivod and by growling nt 
and finding fault with Mr, Sutherlivud. 

Wo do not know tbut it wub wiao in tho 
City Council to take them aerioualy. If ita 
members wanted ioformalion aa to bow the 
men were treated and whether the Home 



Madagasoar, ' The French are being allowed 
to surround ib, to make olaima upon the sea 
ooaab which will enable them to aeb np their 
barlffa and prevenb yon from reaching these 
martceta.

It was 
unwise in Mr. Lauricr to accuse tho Minis- 
ter of Marine of alandering and insulting 
Great Britain by what he had aald of the 
trend of British commerce. British anhjeota 
whoao loyalty is beyond question, men who 
if it woro required would willingly lay 
down their lives for their country, spotkk iu 
the plainest and most foroible manner ci 
British publlo affairs and British pub- 
lic men. They are not in the 
least afraid of being misunderstood 
ou mieinterpretod. One of the moat at- 
tractive featurea of British freedom in the 
Mother Country is tho wide latitude of 
criticinm permitted to men of every shade of 
political opinion. As we have seen. Sir 
Charles Tnpper did not express himself at 
all more strongly on the aubjeob of British 
trado than Lord Salisbury, or half aa 
strongly aa many lesa eminent but equally 
hoyal men. His critic, Mr. Laurier, put u 
heavy strain on British toleration when ho, 
apoaldng in the United States to an Ameri- 
oin audience, said : 

In iny opinion tho conduct of England, of 
Canada, tovi'arda tho United States during 
tho war was a diagraco to tho civilization of 
England, of Canaiiu. The American people

have obtained tho needed information with 
out listening to tho talcs and the murmur- 
ingfi of the old men. To encourage them to 
act the part of spies on I he Superintendent 
and to ooantenanoe tale-bearing, are not caN 
oulated to keep np a healthy moral tone In 
the institution or to support the superin- 
tendent'e authority as in order to ensure 
obedience ami to maintain diaoipline it must 
be supported. Let tlio childish and ill- 
natured among the inmatea of the Homo 
once know that they oan malte trouble for 
the superintendent' by complaining of him 
to outsiders, they will ilwaya continue to 
keep him in hot water asil to make their 
oompanions uncomfortable, and perhaps ilis- 
contontcd. 

The Home should be under oihcial inspec- 
tion, bub the old men should not be the aelf- 
oonatitnted inspeotora. The superintendent 
should not be the irreaponsible master of the 
men placed under his care, The Inspectors 
should visit the institution periodically, and 
if the old men had any complaints to make 
or any grievance to ventilate they should 
commnnioate with the Inspeatora, who oould 
easily make the necessary Inqulriea and 
have what was wrong put right. It should 
bo an oSfonce punishable by reprimand or 
deprivation of privileges for the men to 
complain of the management to outsiders, 
and the City Council should depend entirely 
upon the Inapeotora for the time being for a 
knowledge aa to how ' the Home waa con- 
ducted. The want of regular official inspec- 
tion haa, wo believe, been the real cause of 
the late troubles in the Home, Ib would 
not be requiring too much of the Aldermen 
to expect one or two of them to viait the 
home onoe a month to inapesb ib and to aee 
how the old men are getting on. We think, 
too, that an occasional visit from a clergy- 
man would have a good effect. We were 
amazed to hesi from one of the inmatea not 
long ago that not a alngle clergyman of any 
denomination had up to that time entered 
the doori of the Old Men's Home. The old 
men are entitled to kindly, sympathetic 
treatment. They should not have reason to 
feel that they aro deserted by the younger 
and more fortunate mon of the community. 
What can be dose in reason to make them 
comfortable and happy should be done. It 
is not enongb that they are fed and clothed 
at the public expenae. With them as with 
tho rest of ue " tho life ia more than meat 
and the body than raiinuiil

world," (|UotoB a part of a speech de- 
livered by Lord Salisbury. Thia is tho 
pasaago in full ; 

You know how tho industry of this town 
is boing cramped and fettered and confined 
by the growing wall of hostilo tariffs, which 
shut you out from most of the markets of 
the world. (Hear, hear.) I will not now 
discuss how far ic may be possible for 
diplomacy to relievo you of tha*) confine- 
ment, I fear that most of tho offers, most 
of the advantages, which we might have 
offered to other nations of the world in re- 
turn for more favorable tariffs have been 
thrown away by the want of foresight of 
former legislators, I doubt if that evil 
oan be retraoed ; but, at all events, you 
must oenaider t^is, that if you are being 
shut ont by tariffs from the oivUIzed 
markets of the World, the nnoivlllzed mar* 
kets have become mora and mora preolona to 
you. Indeed, theao unolviUzed roatketa 
threaten to become the only field for the 
operationa of a profitable bnalnesa, and m 
oivilizitlou progresses and exploration in- 
oroaeos, those uncivilized markets will bo 
thrown open to you if only no power ia 
allowed to intorpoeo between you with its 
hoatilo lurilfaund tho bouolita for whioh you 
look. (Hoar, hoar.) Tho policy of tho 
GovcrniiKfDt has been, in placo after place, 
to allow these markota to bo atolou from 
you. You know that in tho Congo a treaty 
haa boon mado which will havo tho effect of 
putting o highly protective and prohibitory 
tariff botwoen our industry und tho consump- 
tion of tho vusb uativo population of Africa. 
(Hear, hear.) The same thing la the oase in 



WILSON ON HIS COUNTRYMEN. 

Mr. Wilson, of tariff fame, in a speeds 
which he recently made, said the kick whioh 
the Demooratio party received was from tha 
American people, and that there was nob 
much brains behind the kick. When it is 
considered that hu[^dreda of thouaaida voted 
against tho Democratic candidates because 
the times aro hard, it is not surprising to 
find Mr, Wilson speaking so plainly and ao 
pointedly. The man in the United States 
who attributes the hitrd times to the party 
now in power either Iinowa better but wants 
to decervo those who hnar him, or he ia so 
ignorant and so incapable of reasoning as to 
believe what ho says. It would be quite as 
reaaonable to say and to bolieva that the visit 
of Lord'&berdeen to Vltttoria was the cause of 
Friday night's frost, aa to aaeert and to 
think that tho Demooratio party brought 
hard times on the United States.

In 
tho second place, tho b-aeinet,8 depression 
was sensibly felt before tbw election oam^ 
paign of 1B02. The hard times were in the 
Statea before Mr. GUvekuid waa inaug 
urated. So generally wera they felt and so 
much distress did they cause, that Mr. 
Cleveland was hardly Ilk tho President'a 
chair when there was- a. demand from all 
quarters of the eottntB]^ to call an extra 
session of Oongreae to save the 
country from>r«In. AtiAwhen he did not 
comply with that demand aa aoon aa it was 
made an ontory was raised against him. 
Mr. Clcveland'a acta did mnoh to leaaen the 
severity (;f the strain on bueincaa and to 
reatoro general confidence, Thechango in the 
tari If af torv,>arda did something tomake times 
better, and it promiaea to do more. But 
the American people appear bo have forgotten 
that the hard times began long before the 
Doinoorata were in power, and thoy do not 
seem to hiwa aonao oaoui^h to sou that tho 
causes that brought them must have been at 
work whila the Repoblioana were in offioo. 
The hard times and I>emoaratio rule exist- 
ed at the same timo^ and mllliona of eleotoca 
sagely oonoluded that one was the 
cause of tho other, In laying tho blamo of 
tho hard timea oii tho Ueiiiocrats, and, in 
puniahi3g them iMoauee of the suffecbg 
from the buainesa depreaslon, the Amenicon 
electors exhibiteot the aame amount and 
quality of thinkbg power as the angrjtoUld 
does when he etirikes the leg of the,.table 
against which bs has fallen to punish it for 
having hurt him.

Mail bags only twelve days from London 
were taken on board the Royal Mail steam 
ship Miowera ehottiy before she left for 
Sydoey.wbich wasat about midnight on Fri 
day, the large quantity of freight to be 
taken on her preventing an earlier depar- 
ture. The mail is expected to be delivered 
in Sydnoy in the remarkably abort space of 
thirty-three days from London, During tho 
afternoon and evening a great many Vio- 
torians visited the fine ship, whioh while in 
the hands of her builders on the Tyne for 
repairs oonaeqnent on the Honolulu mishap 
was improved in several respects so aa to be 
moro perfeotly adapted for her present 
route, the former flttinfts having been 
put in for the short run between Aus- 
tralia and New Zaaland. Xhe moat impor- 
tant addition made of oourse are the cold 
aborage compartments, on the moat modern 
plan, 

Mr. Robert Grayson, a oommeroial am- 

baasador of tho atcumahip company, who im- 
proaacB one by hia cheerful and oertainly well 
founded confidence, was one of the outward 
passengera, and a Coi.oNIST representative 
had an iutcreatiug conversation with him on 
hoar<l the steamer. Mr. Grayson had spent a 
few duya in Victoria posting himself on 
buaineaa alfaira here. 

"Tho pjoploof this city," ho said, " liavo 
ahown very satisfactory ontorpriao in pro- 
viding tho excellent cold storage v.'arohuueo 
which 1 find has recently been completed 
here, thia being tho only place where tho 
products brought in our cold chambers can 
be stored at this end— up to the present 
large consignments have simply had to be 
sacrificed at whatever they would immedi- 
ately bring. Tho old storage accoininoda 
tion haa, by tho way, been put into tho 
Miowera without lengi honing lior, though I 
find that nearly everybody huro is of the 
opinion that she has been made longer. 
The apparatus works splendidly, and I have 
lioro a letter (exhibiting it for perusal) from 
tho Vancouver office of liurna, i'hilp it Co., 
complimenting Captain Htott on tho excep- 
tionally fine condition in which the fruit 
arrived — especially tho pine apples from 
Fiji. 

" Tho Warrlmoo waa to have been simil- 
arly fitted with cold storage during her stay 
in Sydney on the present trip, and she will 
not have to lay cfT for the purpose. I was 
sorry to hear on thia Coast that the Arawo, 
while temporarily under charter, did not 
give the same satisfaction as the regular 
boats, for our interest naturally is to please 
the public, especially In the simple matter of 
courtesy to those who have business with 
the ships. 

" Tho second cabin — not second ' class,' 
mind you — fitted up in the Miowera pro- 
mises to bo a groat attraction, and on this 
first trip our agents, tbe C,P,B., have suc- 
ceeded in having all tbe accommodation 
taken up — more than ail in faot, for some of 
the ship's offioers have bad to turn 
out for the time being to make way 
for thefpassengers. This teoond oabin afiforda 
on a liberal aoale tbe comforta incidental to 
a cabin passage while its occupants have the 
advantage of travelllog at the reduced fare 
which Is such an Important consideration on 
a voyage of this length. This new accom- 
modation lakes tho place of tho forecastle 
berths, which were excellent in their way, 
but after all only ' first class ateeroge,' 
and not ' cabin ' aa now provided. 

" While in Eastern Canada I interviewed 
several of tho boarda of trade, aa well as in- 
dividual morchanta, with very satisfactory 
results so far aa my imprcHsion of tho out- 
look is concerned. Canada ba.s, I consider, 
done more than hor shore so far, especially 
the Britieh Columbia cities, and 1 expect 
when I set to work in Australia after what I 
have learned here it will be possible to 
make a better abowicg In tho way 
of shipments from that end. It 
is unfortunately true that there the 
mercantile community have not gone 
about the matter of shipping to Canada 
with the system and earnestness ahown by 
the exporters from this side. The establish- 
ment by the well known house of liurns, 
Philp & Co. of a branch in IJrltish Colum- 
bia helped to make the way easier for them, 
and it Is expected that when Mr. J. S. 
Larke, the Canadian trade commissioner, 
gets to work in Australia, rapid develop- 
ment will follow. Mr. Larke -will go from 
here next month probably. So confident is 
he in the permanent uaefulnetB of hia mia-

DISTRICT DAIEYMEN 

Want Stejia Taken to Destroy All Cattle Suf 
ferlnt; From Tuberculosis. 

Tho fdirmers and dairymen of the city and 
district anxious, to assist the provincial de- 
partment of agriculture to stamp out tuber- 
culoHis from dairy cattle, are circulating a 
petition asking the minister of agriculture 
to take stringent measures in this direction 
and promising their hearty support. At 
tho same time they express tho hope that 
the loss oiiused by destroying dlueusod cat 
tie will not fall altogether upon thorn, 
but that compensation for some proportion 
of the loss will be given. 

Already a meeting of dairymen and farm- 
ers haa been held at which Mr. Few was 
appointed storetary and Mr, George McRie 
treasurer. Tho mooting appointed Mr. 
Richard Wrathall to arrange to havo tho 
pnlition circulated among all the farmers 
and dairymen ot the island, with the result 
that already 1,000 signatures havo been 
secured. Of all those asked only ono man 
BO far has refused to sign. Thn dairymen 
and farmers meet to-morrowat 11 o'clock in 
Allan Steven's butohor shop on Johnson 
atreet to arrange for a publio meeting and 
for bringing tho matter before tho 
provincial house. Ono of tho dairy- 
men yesterday stated that they wore 
very anxious to do everything poneible 
to assist the department in thoroughly 
eradicating tuberculosis from tho dairy cat- 
tle of the ijrovinoe. It certainly was no 
new disease and was in faot found lu every 
country. There was no need of alarm, but 
for the sake of the dairy industry It was 
well to take measures to destroy all tuber- 
oulouB cattle. In England this is done now 
and the owner is paid a certain aum for 
every animal destroyed.

Ab Interestlnir Paper Bead Before the 
Teachers' ABBOciation by 
Mr. Pineo. 



?Ihe Three-j&'oltl Character of the lu- 
Btractlon Every Trae Teacher 
. Mast Impart 



"Schoolroom Ethiog " was the anhjeob of 

ftn admirable paper read recently before the 
Victoriii. reaohora' Aeaociation by Mr. A 
B. Pineo. The paper having excited much 
favorable oriticiein among the monibors of 
the teaching profession, it ia hero publiahod 
iin full, 

" A few years ago," Mr. Pinso aaya in in- 

troduotinn, " tlio writer waa one day wan- 
dering along the ehorea of an eatuary of the 
l!-iy c>[ Tiinlyi biikily engaged in oiinfully 
3plU.tiiig :vnu iiptmalng iho slaty Strata of 
the old cdrboniferoua ago in eoirch of evi- 
dencea of llm txiateuco of living beings 
during tlnU primeval period of the great 
■aurth history. I'resontly hia Boan.'h was re- 
warded by the unexpected discovery of a 
well-defined series of foot-printa, deeply im- 
bedded in nil upturned atone. Millions of 
years iigo— now many one can scarcely dare 
conjecture — an uncouth, alimy reptile left 
ita roedy retreat by the river margin and 
wandered out ovor the muddy bottom 
left bare by tliu receding tide. As it 
paased, ita trail was clearly marked by 
deeply printed tracks which the tirat wave 
of the incoming tide partially filled with u 
depoaib of oozy eiU. Wave after wave fol- 
lowed in qniok auooosaion, and soon cum- 
plated the obliteration. Ago succeeded ago, 
and nnder the pretaure of many feet of over- 
lying rook-forniisg material, the soft mud 
waa ohaoged into eolid atone. The race of 
which onr reptile wa« the type passed away 
with its oonteuiporarlea, and waa euccoeded 
by higher forma whloh in tnrn gave place to 
auccessive ones aMll higher in the scale of 
being, until Man— Qod'a IftBt creative work 
on earth— appeared to crown the might 
line of grand ascent of life. Meanwhile 
groat chsngea of luvol had taken place. By 
ths elevat-ion of the land, or the aubsidence 
of the sea, the foBsil-bearing etratum con- 
taining the footprints made so many years 
before had been brought again to light to 
tell its unmiatikablo story of the beings and 
oouditioca that existed upon tho earth in its 
primeval as^e. The footprint-bearing slab 
was secured and forwarded to Canada's 
greatest geologist, examined and described 
by him, und is now, no doubt, peacefully 
reaticg upon the shelves of the Redpath 
mneeum at Montreal. 

" But what has this to do with sohool- 
Toom ethics ? you inquire. Tho ono thought 
that I wish by this simple narrative to im- 
preaa upon niy fellow-teachers is that im- 
prassions onco made are made for all time — 
for eternity. Such impressiona may be un- 
intentionally, uuoonsoioaaly, made, but nob 
leas aarely are they received and oryatalized 
into never-dying oharaoter. We are con- 
tinually giving oursolvos to others, and 
<«*peoially it this true of teachers ; those 
who have nnder their care and whose work 
it i« to iattrnot the tander youth, to guide 
their nascent thonghta and mould their plas- 
tic dispositioaa as no other outside the home 
oirole can. Man ia a threefold heiog, poa- 
aesaed of a pbyaioal, a mental and a moral 
or spiritual nature, Uviog a threefold life on 
three distinct planes which are yet so inter- 
wrought that neither la complete of itielf, 
but each ia tho oomplement of the others. 
In tho development of a perfect manhood or 
womanhood neither tha pbyaioal, the niental 
nor the moral capabilities of the individual 
can be ignoied. To train the handa ia 
indeed important, for nature beatowa her 
goods only upon thoao that labor for them. 
Ic iaby the sweat of man's brow that bread 
ia produced, and ho who while eating of that 
bread affoota to despise tho honest labor by 
which it waa won from nature or regards 
that labor aa dogradinc, is himself only a de- 
aorving object of contempt and pity. To 
train the mind is essential, for it ia uian'a 
mind that makes him king among men. _ It 
ii hia Intelligenoa that makoa his physical 
labor a hundredfold more effective ; it is his 
mind that gives him dominion over the phy- 
sical forcea of the earth and enables him to 
win from nature in largest measure the 
thinss that make for hia material comfort. 

"Bat above all the interests involved in 
physical and mental training, those of the 
moral plane rank aupreme — those considera- 
tions that deal with all that Is highest and 
noblest and best in man, that raise 
him above hia aelSah, sordid baaer self, 
making him a oo-worker with the infinite 
one in the uplifting of the world. We all 
'know many inatanoea— men of brilliant in- 
tellebtnal part*, geniuiea we call them, 
very kinga nbon the istellectual plane, but 
who because laokiog in high moral qualities 
and by ebaplDg their lives to selfiah ends 
have become a curse rather than a blessing 
to humanity. That man, and he alone, ia 
truly great who has made the world better 
and happier for huving lived— who has 
wiped the tear from sorrow's eye and bound 
with hcHlicg balm tho bruised and 
broken heart ; who baa fringed tho 
cloudB with ailvory beauty; who has 
planted tho rose and watered it into 
bloom up'in tho dusort waste, beautified tho 
forest Willis or gathered tho splendors of tho 
valley iurn churmiDg synimotry. Tho quea- 
linn nrr.v bccoiuea a practical ono. What 
s'guili.-anco do thcBo facts bear for our odu 
catioiial couaciln, for our school boarda, and 
most particularly for ouraolvea '.' W o are all 
■ oonoornrd in Ihu ohvious conclusion that a 
perfect system of tilucalion ia only ono tliat 
■keeps in view tho threefold nature of tho 
child to ho educated— tho physical culture of 
the child must not bo lost sight of, his In- 
tclloctuol nature must bo duly matured and 
directed, ond hie moral or spiritual nature 
must be duly trained into lofty erowth. Of 
iheae the second is more important than tho 
'first, and the third than either, but neither 
la complete without the other. The brain 
■oannot say to the hand, ' I have no need of 
thee ;* nor can the aoul say to the brain, ' I 
.need thee not here'; but yet tho aoul is 
higher than the brain, even aa the brain filla 
a more important place than does the hand, 
" ■ Tha whole child muat be at aohool." 
All hia useful faculties must be directed up- 
wards and most emphatically must all hia 
noblo possibilities for moral growth be en- 
couraged. Wo are being continually re- 
minded that this ia a practical age, and that 
education should fit boys nnd girls for tho 
actu'il (JntlcB of life. Uoyond i|ue8tion 
this eminently true as a statenionb of 
fact; but how distorted and untruojare the 
ideas that apparently prevail so generally 
regarding tho real nature of thoso active 
duties whloh arc to make up tho sum of 
suocoBsful lllo I l''or, ocoording to our 
highost idealj, tho highest aim of education 
oannot bo to make men ahrowd and sharp to 
take advantage of their follow men ; to live 
by their wita ub tho eiponao of others' com- 
fort and woll-boinB, und by trickery and 
fraud, to live in nllluonco while other men, 
mors honest and worthy, starve, 

" This the education of tho brain alone 
will do But the edncjktion that takes into 
■account the moral nature of the child, while

Tho development of a high, noble, manly 
character ia of tho utmoat importanco, and 
in obr coneideration of the value of educa- 
tional training upon the children the ques- 
tion of oharaoter ia the transcendant one, 
lb ia not what atudies aro taught or what ac- 
complishmenta aro imparted, or what extent 
of information ia beatowed. Theae consid- 
erations havo their important place, it is 
true, but they are acoondary to the higher 
and moro spiritual ones. 

" Too muoh are oui' sohools given up io 
the mere business of instruotton, of making 
tvolking enoyolopiediaB of our hoys and 
giil'i and too little time Is given to the 
more Important work of developing in them 
broad and symmetrical characters. To make 
Boholars Is well if it can bo done without tho 
sacrifice of higher objcctp, but to mako men 
and women strong in mind and puro and 
true in all thoir thoughts and ;io!b ia of first 
importanco. For it must not bo forgotten 
that tho children of to-day will bo tho rulinE( 
factors in tho world a few years lienoe, and 
auroly wo do not wish our present state of 
aooiety to exist forever. We deplore tho 
presence of tho dark cloud of vico and crime 
and moral impurity that envelops the world 
— lioontiousncao, intemperance, depravity 
and rampant injustice continue to hold sway 
through tho many nhaaea of aooial, oommer< 
cial and political life. 

" What hopo of betterment '! Whence 
ahall como tho forces that will right the 
wrong, relievo the miaary, atay tha injua- 
tioo, and redeem oarth'a moral wastca ? 
Whence but from thoso into whoso care ia 
committed tho aaored trust of training the 
men and woiiion that are to mako tho world 
of the next generation '.' Whence but from 
theao devoted mombara of the ttaohinp pro- 
fession who shall bo deeply oonsoioua of the 
importance of the development of that high 
moral character that ahall make for tho up- 
lifting of tho world ? 

" Oura is not a mere trade, a money-get- 
ting buaineaa, nor yet a work of honor. Khe 
teacher that works only for stipend or olaas 
averages has not attained to a lofty oon. 
oeption of the true dignity and worthineaa 
and responsibility of his calling. The teaeh- 
er should never fail to realize that he is » 
.character-builder ; that be is roproduciog 
h imself for good or ill in the development of 
ch araoter which shall in tnrn mould other 
oha raoter until character sliall cease to be. 
For In tho development of character person- 
ality is not more potent than environment. 

" Ti' tho schoolroom every fooling, every 
reaolve with which tho ohild responds to act 
or word or look of the teacher is tho teach- 
er's contrihution towarda the final perma- 
nence of the pupiVs character, so that 
whether ho roallzea it or not the results of 
hia work are to bo read in lisea that will not 
be eff iced. When theae lines come out clear 
and full into the outlines of higher aapira- 
tion, self-reliance, resolute purt>ose, an- 
awerving rectitude and generoua altruiam in 
hia pupil, then the teacher haa indeed been 
a true educator. 

" Is it true that wo aS' teacbora realize 
the full measure of our responsibility in this 
regard t Do we cjnaoioualy set ouraelves to 
\>.'>- It for moral growth, realising that the 
tree of knowledge which w»aro >et to culti- 
vate ia human character, and that we to be 
faithful must toil to make it not bitter but 
sweet, not hurtful but for the healing of the 
nations? But this is what every faithful 
teacher must do. 

" Nor can he ask for rules to guide in 
this groat work. There can be no text book 
of morals in the school, nor can the subject 
have a distinct and peculiar place in the 
limit table. The teacher need not be even 
a preacher of morala, but he niuet be a 
living witness, Hia pupils must be able to 
reoogniaa in ' every word and act a high 
moral tone, strong moral courage, nnflinoh- 
ing rectitude and an unfaltering devotion to' 
duty. 

" Tliou muat thyself be true, if thou the truth 

wouldac teach ; 
Thy soul must overflow if thou another soul 

wouldst roiich." 
'* The stream cannot rise higher than its 
source, nor can the influences that go out 
from the teacher make for a oharaoter higher 
than his own. But character ia not oread, 
and a profession of faith does not 
neoeaaarily imply an exalted moral 
life. I care not to what theological dogmaa 
my boy's teacher may eubaoribe. He 
may be Catboiio,Protestant, Jewor Mahom- 
medan ; I only ask that hia oharaoter be nn-> 
tmpeaofaable, that hia moral tone and taatra 
be refined and that hia ,ldeala be pare and 
true ; In short that be be, as the GTreska ao 
beautifully said, ' higb'aouled.' That he be 
not rough or rude or coarse in mannera goes 
without saying, for refined oharaoter mnafe 
always reveal itself in refined manners. A 
Chestorfie'd may, indeed, be a polished soonn- ■ 
drel, but the high-souled will always show a 
thoughtful regard for the feelings of others, 
and such ia the very essence of good man- 
nera. 

" I have not dwelt thus earnestly upon 
tho ethical aide of tho teachers' work becauae 
I havo any suspicion that the Victoria 
teachers aro notably deficient in these moral 
(|ualitios tho importanco of which I have 
sought to emphasize. On the contrary I ro- 
jnion to rocognizo tho high moral standard 
.^■■•1 ntly attained by tho teachers nf thia 
ci . IS standard which I sinooroly trust ia 
c '^.i. '^'i to our follow-workers in all parts of 
our iirovinco. But I present thoso few 
tbcuL-''' ^, 'JOt new but urged afresh, in tha 
hope : they may be holplul to you aa 
they no to me, and may quicken our zaal in 
aeeking the highest pinnacles of our divine 
calling. For, under our present Byalem of 
education, admittedly imperfect, ond in the 
mad race for porcontagea, pronioiiona ond 
clasa averages, we ore apt to bn careful 
and trouble about the minor matters of daily 
routine and someifhat negleotfnl of matters 
of higher import, upon which preferment, 
salary and apparent suooeBS do not so muoh 
depend. It will dona good to occasionally 
turn aside from the routine of dally tasks, 
aihd from the details of our work. For 
thus shall those higher end more spiritual 
phases become to us more real, more true, 
und the petty oarea and vexations of school' 
room life shall be overwhelmed by the 
grandeur of the larger conception of the 
toaobers' mission.

Evidences of Disorder ou tlie Left of 
ttae Honse— How Tbis Has 
Come About. 



The " i^&llories " have portainly been puz- 
zled for the past few days by the vagaries of 
the desks in the Legislative Assembly cham- 
ber, wlroh have moved about in a way con- 
trary toallprojodont.and liavo finally come to 
tiiD halt in a eadly dieordcred condition. 
The oenfnaioD, however, does not extend to 
thoie 00 the right of Mr. Speaker, which 
are In customary good order, in two rows of 
eight, the rear rank correctly covering the 
front. On the opposition aide, however, the 
military parade of tho opening day produced 
no iuspiration, and, as will bo seen from tho 
diayram, not only have they irregularly 
crowded, but there are no less than throe 
blauka in tho roar rank. Tho real cause of 
tho confusion appears to have boon that too 
many of the opposition, being necussarily 
exoluded from ciblnot rank, iuslstod 
upon at least a front rank in their 
own parade. The first obataolo lo 
tho reali/.ition of their ambition met them 
when they found that Mr. Smith, a sup- 
porter of the government, had again located 
himself in tho scat he had occupied during 
the two preceding terms of the legislature, 
and that Mr. Kullie,\who hitherto has had 
to content hirnsolf with a far distant corner 
on the opposition side, had moved up to the 
front adj iioing Mr, Smith, while the two 
seats at the end of the first row were also 
pre-en)pled for ministerial supporters. 
ApurtfrjmthepersonaldislikeBtotakiDgbaok 
seats, ic was believed to be absolutely necos- 
sary in order to ensare effect for the in- 
tended taotioa of the oppoaitioD, that their 
forces sliould be arrayed in a compact form. 
There being twenty aolcnowledged govern- 
ment supporters after the Speaker had been 
chosen, and only sixteen desks on each side, 
four of that number had to sit oppoaito to 
their colleagues, but they having no 
aecrets in their taotioi, did not object to tho 
proximity of oppoaition members, who iu 
their turn, however, would not have oven 
the appearance of associating with thoeo 
who would not come into ttieir oiuoua. 
Though to be obliging the government mom 
bera surrendered tho fourth coat iu the row 
in exchange for tho sixth they would yield 
DO more, and tho opposition I hereforo piiked 
up their desks and fl )cked to the places 
shown on the following plan :

Nanaimo, Nov. 17.— {Special)— The in- 
quiry into the causes which led to tlie death 
of the miner, William Quail, in No. 1 

shaft yesterday, oooupied all yeatorday 
evening and tho greater part of tho after- 
noon to-day. Dr. K. £. McKoohnle, who 
examined the body, explained in detail the 
shocking injuries which had resulted in the 
death of deceased, Joshua Martell, the 
company's shot lighter, was than called. 
Ho had, he said, inspected tho places where 
both gangs of men wero working, found tho 
ahota all right, tho plaooa free from gas and 
had told tho men to lire tho 
ahota. Quail and Hansen wero working 
on tho incline, and Webster and Wilson 
woro coming townrd them with work in the 
crosscut. A oketch plan was placed in evi- 
dence to show the relative positions of tho 
men when ut work and tho directions in 
which tho holes were drilled before being 
tired. Witness hod proceeded to attend to 
other business after tuliing tho men they 
could fire. 

Inspector Dick — What do you do when 
two parties are working toward each other 
that way ? 

Mr. Martell— They are inatruotod to rap 
a aignal ou the faoe until they get an anawer, 
I do not know if they did so that time. 

Christian Hanaen, the partner of Qaail, 
was then called. Ho had met Martell in 
tho morhing ; bo told them they could fire ; 
they went up and fired a ahot at once ; 
they then sot the machine to drill another 
hole ; they wero there fifteen minutea when 
they hoard a knocking from Charley Web- 
ater, who waa working in the croaaout. 
They rapped in answer and went out. After 
ten minutes no shot was fired and witness 
went around to the croBsout to see what was 
tho matter ; was told that the equib would 
not go ofT ; ho tried again and the ohot was 
fired. Webster told witnosa that there was 
another shot to fire, but that as it was 
on tlio rib tliero was no danger. When 
witneea gut bick (Juitil started to drill and 
witness to load a box. Had aaid to Qouil 
" Get out and lot mo drill and you load." 
Kjoeived no reply and was about to iiiaiat 
on taking tho drill when the nhot in the 
cross cut went olf and they wero in dark 
nesa. Witness was terribly agitated. Had 
crawled around on his knees trying to find 
him, but in vain Had said " Good God, 
Bill, you must ho blown to bits !" Went 
for i\ light, mot Webster and returned. | I'ho 
remainder of tho story lias already uocn 
given. ] 

Cross-examined— Did not expect to got a 
rap for the second shot as he did not think 
they would be through tor six or seven 
yords. 

Charles Webster, who with Wilson was 
in the cross-cut, then told hia atory. They 
had agreed to rap in case of danger, Hansen 
had rapped and they went out. Ibey 
rapped for 'their first shot, but when Han> 
sen came they concluded as there was no 
danger to waste no more time by rapping. 
Witness then explained at length the 
methods by whioh they concluded that 
there was no danger. 

John Wilson, his partner, told much the 
same atory. Did not rap for the oecond 
shot, becanae they had agreed that it was 
not neoeaaary. After aome further unim- 
portant testimony the inqutst adjourned 
until this afternoon, when tho jury retired 
to consider their verdict. They were out 
two hours, and brought in the following de- 
cision : " We, the jury, find that tho de- 
ceased W. Quail camo to his death 
from a shot blown through from a cross- 
cut driving toward tho Incline on which 
the said Quail was working. I!ut while we 
consider the death of Quail was caused by 
an error in jndgmont iu miscalculating the 
distance between tho two places by the 
parties, we are of the opinion that Webster 
and Wilson are guilty of neglecting their 
duty in not giving tho customary signals 
by tapping, and we are also of tho 
opinion that Hansen did not take 
sutliciont precautions for the safety 
of himself and partner. Wo beg to make 
tho following recommendation : That when 
two places are approaching each other that 
the shot lighter see Iwforo firing that parties 
signal each other and receive an answer." 

The verdict will probably result in tho 
prosecution of Charles Webster and John 
Wilson utder the general provisions of tho 
Coal Miners' Regulation act, which require 
minefH to do eveiything needful to prcaorvo 
tho safoty of themselves and others working 
in the mine.
